To impress upon his audience the 
spirit of co-operation engendered by 
this public supervision, the speaker 
referred to the history of the fa- 
mous ooling of interests for the bene- 
fit of the consumers by the electric 
companies in this state immediately 
following the late world war. ; 

One of the most striking compari- 
sons used by the speaker. was. 
brought out to impress the idea that 
every act of a public utility today 
must be justified in the eyes of 
public interest—that ‘there can be no 
privacy in the present day manage- 
ment of public utilities wherein the 
brought out the forcible picture of 
every business man, merchant or pri- 
vate firm in Richmond being com- 
pelled by public interest to submit 
every item and financial act of that 
business ‘o the scrutiny of the pub- 
lic—costs, charges, credits, expenses, 
profits, in fact, every detail that 
enters into the costs and profits of 
serving the consumer, as is the case 
with every public utility. At this 
point, there was no lack of interest 
whatever visible in the faces of Mr. 
Edgerten’s audience. ~ 

In a word, the whole theme of Mr.
